• Mr. T. Davie said as the hoaae had to 
OonQne its attention to sections 1, 2 iiiid 3 
of the propoaed resolution ho took it that 
if the house Wiia not of upmioii that the 
ooit of licensea ahoul'J be increased, the 
motion to go into coinniittpe would bo 
•uperfluouB. Ue ini^ht say hu was not in 
favor of high license, although ivere the 
ohiMtion of prohibition or rastneiion. of 
tne sale of liquor bef tb the house he 
iuil>ht ba inclined to iiiki' -i. inure modi 
fied a and. Ho h u t wht-re the 
sale of licjuor wan roeognizud the increase 
of cost of liceuae would plueo the triillie in 
the hands of those who wore tlio more 
wealthy. To a certain exteut the iriittio 
might be couBidered a vice, and this HCtiou 
>V0uld uiuke that vice a monopoly, and he 
coiild not see in the present state of alluirs 
that this legislation was called for. When 
the necessity arose it would be time enough 
to consider the question. A.8 a matter of 
revenue, the house was not then in a com- 
mittee of ways and nieiins. which subject 
>VOuld bb considered later. In view of the.so 
opinions heHliould oppose llu' roKolulion. 

ifr. McLeeso took the Sitiiio view, iiud 
said the propo'^ed measure would operate 
against wayside and other housi -t in the 
interior, :^;iiiiHt who-i; he h;id htiird no 
ponjplaints. The increase of the opium 
l|oanse showed that with that uierease the 
revenue from the source decreased. The 
drug was Inrgoly consumed in his district, 
but, in spite of rowiirds, detection of any 
evasion of liie law was ditlicult. He thought 
ijj this ease the extra cost of license would 
prevent many fruin longer earrym;^ on the 
busiue.sa and also encouniye the illicit sale 
of liquor- (Hear, hear.)

gion in the country districts. Sulo 'la in 
cities minht, lio.vever, ba made a auoject 
of discrimination in thia respect. 

IVir. Grant also agreed that high license 
would place the business in the hands of 
a ino.iopoly of the wealthier liquor aellera, 
and unless sjme principle wore brnus^ht 
forward to place all on an etiual basis ho 
would not be prepared to supp<jrt the 
measure. 

Mr. Wilson also thought it would tend 
to undue advantaga to some over others 
who would be unable to afford the iii- 
croasod cost. Ho t'id not tliink the peo- 
ple of this provinoo a drunken people- 
that drink was such a characteristic vice 
as to call for thia measure, and, therefore, 
■aeiiig no neceasity for it he should vote 
against the resolution. 

Mr. HelKoson also knew no reason why 
a change should take place in the present 
coat of license, and should oppose the 
motion. 

Mr. McTavtah thought the near up 
preach of the general eleotioa misht ex ' 
plain the opposition with which the pro- 
posed increased coat uf liquor licenses was 
met. He himself, v/as in favor of high 
license and should support the motion.

is a good ono. It is a well known fact 
that the liquor interest of this country 
is out of all bounds and hard to 'maaage, 
and it is responsible for a good deal of 
crime and the cotiaequoiit increased cost 
of the administration of justice. As I said 
on a former occasion largo sums have 
been spent in thia country on public 
works and yet here are poor amongst us; 
the men who have engaged in this traffic 
have made the gains. I cannot see why thia 
business which bears such a profit cannot 
bo made to contribute a lar^e income in 
support oi other industries. 1 do not be- 
lieve there should be such a thing on earth 
as tho licensing of liquor, because it is 
wrong in the beginning; and wrong in tho 
end. The house may not be willing to take 
up tho que.stion to-day, but tho time is'com- 
iug when a change will take place, a time 
coming when the people will make thorn - 
selves heard. 

lion, attorney general said that aa it 
seemed probable the resolution 'vr>uld ba 
decl^etl by a vote on thia point, he would 
mention that as municipalities bad the 
power to regulate this matter and he tliought 
the matter tuij;ht always well lio left them. 
.\s regarded inland distrii'ts, howevet, he 
was not inclined to tho putting on of high 
license, ^llear. hoar.) .Vs to the state- 
ment of the measure being a preventive to 
excessive drinking he could, without enter- 
ing into tho cjuostion of oxiiedioucy, say 
that such had not been the case, 
at any rate, in the distric 
which ha represented, and he would^^not 
be actini" at all in accordance with the 
views of the people of his district if he 
voted for the proposed increase.

MfMICIPALiriES ACT 
ME^^T BILL. 



One of the lugacies the' present miyor 
ami ccuiiicil received from tlioir inimiidiute 
prodecesaora was :i responsibility tn jiar- 
foct a draiiiHfra and suwurago syBtoin. This 
responsibility was cuiiferrod by a direct 
vote of the ratepayers last auinmor. That 
vote authorised ihe city corporation to 
procure phms and specifications for drain- 
ing the city. In pursuance of that 
authority the late city council arranged 
with Pickering it Cromptcm, Kiiglish en- 
•{ineors, to prepare the necessary plans. 
The present council have accepted the 
responsibility handed down to them by 
their predeccasora and await the arrival of 
'ona ct the engineers from England. The 
sum that will be required for the 
purpose of providing the city 
with i» complete syatoui of drain 
ago is as yet an unknown 
quantity. The sum may e.xtond all ilio 
way from S.IOO.OOO to §700,000. Now, 
the Municipalities act, 1881, limits the 
borrowing powers of the cuanoii to ten 
per cent, of the assessed value of the real 
estate of the municipality. The aaaeaaed 
value of the real estate laat year was 
$5,000,000, which at ten per cent, would 
give the council power to borrow .^500,000. 
When it is rememberod that the city al- 
ready owes upwards of §'200,000, it will 
be ululerDtood that if the borrowing powi r 
were to remain at ten per cent, there 
would be less than §;)00,000 available for 
drainage purposes . Under these circum- 
stances, and, having before them the en- 
dorsement of the ratepayers laat summer, 
the council decided ti> ask the legislature 
to o.xtend the limit of their borrowing 
power to twenty per cent. It ia bu- 
liovud that this will yield an amount am- 
ple to make Victoria a wholeaomu, 8.WBot 
ami bealthy city and not leave her oj'on to 
the reproach of being "a beautiful 
rtlatteru," as a recent- -visitor described 
her.- The explanation we have given is 
deemed necessary in conseqiiouco of some 
ill-natn/ed and entirely unwarrantable re- 
marks hy our esteemed morning coutum- 
poraxy, who imagines that he detects iu 
every propoaitioD to improve, clean unJ 
beautify the town a scheme to plutid r 
the civic treasury. Our contemporary is 
entitled to bin own opinion iu the matter, 
and aa for "svatchiug" certain conueillora 
he will, no doubt, be atl'orded every facility. 
Like the flowers that bloom in the spring, 
tra, la, his visits of iuspectiou to the city 
hall will always be welcomed and 
every facihty will be nftbrded him 
by the courteous officials to obtain all 
possible informatioQ on every concernable 
subject. But he has uo right to suppress 
important facta. Ho has no rii;hl t'l turn 
public alarmist and unduly excite the peo- 
ple by mendacious representations, or at 
any rate, by the suppression of an impor- 
tant fact. The object of his article yes- 
terday wan to deceive 'the ratepayers, to 
make them believe that, wititout their 
consent, they are about to be saddled with 
an enormous debt. No such power ia 
asked. It is oxpreaaly orovided in the 
Municipalities A-Ct that loans shall not be 
contracted for any period extending be- 
yond the civic year, except upon the ex- 
press consent of the ratepayers, 
to whom' a bylaw authorizing the 
loan must bo submitted for their 
deciaion — aye or no. Wo repoit that 
it is a fact that no power is vested in the 
council to contract a loan or issue deben- 
tures unleaj by permiBsion of the rate- 
payers. The bylaw under which a con- 
tract was made with Pickering and Oromp- 
ton ia a casein point. 'I'lie contract with 
the Sperry Klectric Light Co. ia another. 
Both expenditures were authorized by the 
owners of real estate before being con- 
tracted. Un the same day that consent 
was obtainea for these nticessary works 
the ratepayers' consent was withheld from 
three other money bylaws aiid they fell 
to the ground. It i.i therefore clear that 
the council cannot borrow without the 
consent of the laxjiaytir- .The realriction ia a 
wise very and sensible one, and the coun- 
cil have neither asked nor do they intend 
to ask power to have the restriction set 
aaide. Will our esteemed friend make a 
note of this I 

MONoroLY BILLS. 

The present session will indeed be one 
unequalled for encouragement of private 
monopolies, if the many chartera for the 
promotion of company intereats are grant- 
ed. The rage for speculation has seized 
upon capitalists and would he capititlis'.s, 
and the scene of their intended opera- 
tioBs is the site of the terminal '>ity of 
the Canadian PuciGc railway, at present 
yclept "\'ancouver. " The embryo city 
has be- n aptly dejcribed by the provincial 
secretary as "that young child, Vancou- 
ver." Christotied by irresponsible spon- 
■ora, unfortunate as it is in name it is even 
more so in regard to those who, anxious to 
force its growth, are .endeavoring to ad- 
minister to it certain p'atent stimulants for 
which its infantine stomach is unpre- 
pared, 'J'ho li?nit8 of the proposed city 
are not delined; its incorporation has not 
yet been granted; its atreota not yet 
levelled, nor have their lines been run, 
neither have lots which have aovorai 



tion! What a 'record of legialative suf- 
france of private interests to fatten upon 
the anticipated wants of an anticipated 
municipality ! To borrow a favorite ei 
preasion of Ingersoll's, "There's some- 
thing wrong somewhere!" and if the local 
legislature fails to find out what (that 
something is, there is no doubt that the 
"proposed (handicapped) city of Vancou- 
ver" will solve it, and will moreover find 
the problem p.iinfuUy easy of solution. In 
a word, genuine or not, the measures are 
premature, and the grouridleaa fear that 
if they are killed other meaaurcs equally 
advantageous (to the promoters) will not 
be brought forward, should not be al- 
lowed to deter the' slaughter of these 
strictly private bills. When the real de- 
mand cornea, with it will come the supply; 
for the same interested and, when legiti- 
mate, commendable spirit of enterprise 
will bo as predominanl then as now. But 
there is a line to be dirawii between what 
is the rational conception of enterprise 
and the sky-rocket notions of progress of 
the "Col Sellers" order; and to this 
latter order belong the private monopoly 
bills, whose deadly aim is directed at 
"the breast of that young child Van- 
couver I"

He also read a 
declaration from Gen. Middleton and 
Boulton, scout, testifying that lliel did 
not surrender, but was looking for a 
horse, bridle in hand, to leave the coun- 
try when captured. Middleton says ho 
never oti'orod Riel safety. liiel asked him 
to place the women and children in a safe 
plact', so that the troops would not fire on 
thorn, A priest called on Middleton after 
tho b.%ttle of Batooho and said Riel would 
give .himself up, but he waa afraid the 
troops would shoot him in Middleton's 
camp. It was then that Middleton wrote 
the letter, frequently quoted, oti'erlng 
Riel protection until his case was dis- 
posed of by the government. Tho min- 
ister of militia justified the execution, 
and said if the same thing came up he 
would do it over again.

1. In the province of British Columbia 
in all cases where interest is chargeable 
or recoverable by law or by any contract 
oxprosBod or implied, or upon any judr;- 
moiit of any court in Brituh Columbia, if 
the rate of interest has not been agreed 
upon in writing, such rate shall be eight 
par cent, per annum 

2. In all casea in which judgment is re- 
covered upon any contract in or by which 
interest at a higher rate thiin eight per 
cent, per annum has been agreed in writ- 
ing to be paid, the amount awarded by 
such judgment shall bear interest at the 
rate agreed upon, not, however, exceed- 
ing twelve per cant, per annum. 

3. The ordinance number seventy.one 
of the revised statutes of British Colum- 
bia (1871) is horuby repeiiled. 

4 This act shall not uxtuud to contracts 
entered into before its passing.
